THE MOATGOMERY TARIFF. 

The men who have undertaken the con- 
trol of the so-called Southern Confedera- 
cy, will find themselves greatly embarrass- 
ed in their efforts to enforce the tariff law 
upon importations from the United States. 
No provision was made by the Montgomery 
Congress for erecting and manning custom 
houses along the boundary line which sep- 
arates the seceding from the loyal States. 
The consequence will be that what- 
ever purchases Southern dealers may 
make on this aside of that line, 
will be shipped wholly by railroad and ex- 
press companies, to avoid the custom 
houses which exist only at the sea-ports. 
We learn that arrangements of considera- 
ble magnitude have been made for this 
description of trade, and the probability is 
that our internal lines of commerce will be 
“benefitted to the extent that the coastwise 
carrying trade’ will be injured. 
The N. Y. Heening Post of the 15th inst., 
the day before the Montgomery Tariff went 
into effect, announces that large quantities 
of goods which commonly reach the south- 
west by way of Charleston and Savannab, 
had already been shipped by the Adams’ 
Express overland. We do not see how 
this mode of evading the law can be pre- 
vented.
